Cubas radio programs are cfcargiog tbst the VB arrest 
of several Cubans for sabotage activities in toe United 
States is illegal and trumped up aod initiates a 'vave of 


persecution" by "repressive agencies" against both Cu- 
bans and peace-loving Americans. Tbey also feature state- 
ments that Cuban Eoberto Santiesteban was detained Ille- 
gally In- view of his "diplomatic immunity" and vas "bru- 
tally beaten.*' 



BLOC REACTION 

Hoscow has not yet commented on Castro's letter to 
V Tbant on tbe reaoval of the IL-28 bombers. However, 
Castro's declaration was probably taken at Soviet behest 
and reflects Moscow's attempt to make US "fulf illaent " of 
pledges on Cuba the main issue in further discussions. 

Castro's letter stated that the US has Bade the pres- 
ence of the IL-28 bosbers on Cuban soil ,f the crux of the 
problem." luznetsov will probably take the line that tbe 
USSR, in agreeing to remove the JL~28s , is aeeting all US 
deaands and Is entitled to a simultaneous US guarantee not 
to invade Cuba . Ifiosco* probably hopes that a promise to 
remove the IL-28s will effectively cancel out the issue of 
Inspection and verification. 

Castro's declaration that he will secede to a with- 
drawal of the IL-28* v* 11 probably evoke even more direct 
propaganda attacks by the Chinese Communists on the USSR. 
An 18 November People's Daily editorial attacked those 
"lackers of US iaperialisa" who have sought to force the 
Cuban people "to accept terms which impair t^eir rights 
and sovereignty . "
